BERLIN, May 24 (AP). — 
In a fast, savage offensive on 
the final outposts that stand 
between England and France, 
the Germans declared tonight 
they were smashing toward the 
“cates of Calais’’ and fighting 
the Allies hand-to-hand in the 
streets of Ghent: 

While Nazi divisions 
smashed westward in Belgium 
toward the English Channel, 
others pulled at the western 
end of the great net in which 
500,000 to 1,000,000 Allied 
troops are enmeshed in North- 
ern France and Belgium. 

The outskirts of Calais—ly- 
ing just 22 miles across the 
channel from Dover, were re- 
ported reached by an onrush- 
ing German column which 
smashed through the Scheldt 
River fortifications with what 
the high command said were 
whole ‘‘divisions.’? This mov- 
ing ‘line of steel had started 
northward from the Somme 
and thus had pushed to a 
depth of more than 30 miles. 

It was not clear here whether 
Boulogne itself was in German 
hands, since it appeared that the 
German advance had skirted the 
town to the east. In any case, 
however, it appeared cut off. 

(A French War Ministry spokes- 
man said French tro°ps were hold- 
ing Boulogne.)

LIFE OR EAT 
FOR US ALL’ 
SUE, SAYS KIN 


Tells British ‘Defeat Will 
Mean Destruction of Our 
World.’ 


LONDON, May 24 (AP).—King 
George told his 500,000,000 subjects 
in the British empire tonight that 
they face a struggle in which de- 
feat will “mean the destruction of 
our world as we have known it, 
and the descent of darkness upon 
its ruins.” The issue, he said, is 
“life or death for us all.” 

“Let no one think that my confi- 


dence is dimmed when I tell you 
how perilous is the ordeal which 


Empire day broadcast, prepared 
even as fresh Nazi successes were 
reported from the nearby coast of 
France. 

“On the contrary, it shines in my 
heart as brightly as it shines in 
yours. But confidence is _ not 
enough.” 

Telling his listeners that Ger- 
many sought “no mere territorial 
conquest,” but the “overthrow, com- 
plete and final, of this empire and 
of everythiing for which it stands,” 
the King said he had asked that 
next Sunday be set aside in Eng- 
land “as a day of national praper” 
in which he hoped that “many of 
our brethren” overseas could join.

long-time foe of Joseph Stalin. 
Trotsky, slightly injured by flying 
glass, blamed the attack “directly” 
on Stalin.

The bullets pierced two doors, 

tore through the empty bed and 
imbedded themselve- in the walls. 
One of the incendiary bombs was 
thrown into a room where Trotsky’s 
15-year-old grandson was sleeping. 
It started a fire, but Mrs.. Trotsky 
extinguished it with a blanket. The 
boy suffered a cut foot, apparently 
from a glancing bullet. 
Trotsky, in a statement, asserted 
that in his opinion the attack had 
been carried out by Russian secret 
police. “personally directed by Jo- 
seph Stalin.” However, the at- 
tack was so unexpected that no 
description of the gunmen was ob- 
tained, and authorities had no clew 
as to their identity. Trotsky has 
been vitriolic in his criticism of the 
“so-called Moscow trials” and the 
acts of the present Moscow regime. 
The attackers, in uniforms of 
Mexico City police, gained entry 
into the patio of the villa, either 
by force or persuasion, after they 
had tied up four city policemen 
stationed in a guardhouse outside 
the residence. Police of the vil- 
lage rushed to the scene on hear- 
ing the shooting, but the assailants 
had fled. One of the machines 
they took was found later in a 
ditch, 


As the attack started, one of the 
raiders climbed a large tree over- 
looking the building housing the 
bodyguards and called out: “Stay 
where you are and you will not 
be hurt.” Guards who tried to 
leave were turned back by gunfire.

WORLD WAR SPY

Capt. Franz von Rintelen, 
Convicted in U. S. of 
Sabotage, Is Among 40 
Arrested in Raids. 


LONDON, May 24 (AP).—Capt. 
Franz Von Rintelen, noted for Ger- 
man espionage activities during the 
World War and in recent years a 
resident of England, was detained 
today in England’s drive against 
“fifth column” activities. 

In the World War, Von Rintelen 
was one of the chief German spies 


in the United States. He came to 


“ngland as a “conscientious ob- 
jector” to Naziism in Germany. He

At the time of his appearance 
before the English aliens court last 
October, Von Rintelen offered 
Britain: 

“All my experience, energy and 
capabilities in the ensuing struggle 
for the defense of her liberites.”

LONDON,- May 24 (AP).—Ger- 
many has lost more than 1500 air- 
craft since Adolf Hitler’s armies 
invaded the low countries two weeks 
ago, the British Air Ministry re- 
ported today in a communique tell- 
ing of fresh British aerial attacks 
on German forces fighting in 

rance and Belgium. 


The Air Ministry said that Brit- 
hs fighters had shot down or seri- 


ously damaged at least 80 Ger- 
man aircraft since yesterday morn- 


ing. 

Ten British fighter planes are 
missing, but some of the pilots may 
yet return, the ministry added. Six 
bombers failed to return from yes- 
terday’s widespread raids. 

Reporting continued “spectacular 
victories” over the Germans, the 
Air Ministry said repeated bombing 
attacks were made yesterday on 
enemy columns in the vicinity of 
Arras and Boulogne, France, and 
bombing sorties were made into the 
German Rhineland. 

In one engagement, the Air Min- 
istry said, 11 British fighting planes 
shot down 11 Messerschmitts, Ger- 
many fighters, and seriougly dam- 
aged three others without loss to 
themselves while on patrol over 
the Fernch coast this afternoon, 


Text of Communique, 


The Air Ministry communique fol- 
lows: 

“Intensive air activity on an in- 
creased scale continued yesterday, 
last night and today over the fight- 
ing fronts in France and Belgium. 

“Repeated day bombing attacks 
were made by the Royal Air Force 
bombers on enemy columns in the 
neighborhood of Arras and Bou- 
logne. 


“Strong sorties were made dur- 
ing the night on the enemy’s lines 
of communication. in Northeast 
France, Southern Belgium and the 
Rhineland. 

“In Northeast France among the 
targets hit by our heavy bombers 
wer military objectives at Bavai 
and Hirson where fires were start- 
ed.

Confronted by the German suc- 
cesses on the French channel 
coast, only 22 miies from the chalk 
cliffs of England at the nearest 
point, Britain strengthened coastal 
defenses against the zero hour of a 
German crossing to smash at its 
key ports. The British felt certain 
the next blow would fall on En- 
gland if the Nazi mechanized col- 
umns were able to drive home their 
wedge between the Allied forces 
and thus consolidate footholds 
along the coast. 
Powerful British naval _ units 


patrolled the channel and strong 
detachments of trcops took up po- 
sitions in south coast towns dur- 
ing the night. 


At one point civilians were 
cleared from a pier which heavily 
armed naval units occupied im- 
mediately.

Irishman. They also said they 
found $20,000 in American money, 
a military cap and a modern Ger- 
man air force badge in the house. 
Held was remanded to jail. 

The raids followed a statement 
in London last night by Viscount 
Craigavon, Premier of Ulster, that 
northern Ireland was taking pre- 
cautions similar to those taken in 
England.

LONDON, May ‘24 (AP).—Queen 
Wilhelmina of The Netherlands 


told newspaper men personally to- 
day that she left her invaded king- 


dom because the Germans were 
determined to capture her and hojd 
her as a hostage. 

“I decided that it was my duty 
to frustrate attempts of the enemy 
to take possession of my person as 
soon as it became apparent that 
these attempts could not be defi- 
nitely checked,” the refugee Queen 
said, 

She came to London May 13. 
“From the very beginning of hos- 
tilities the enemy has done every-| 


thing in his power to capture me. 
“Apparently he considered my 
person as a promising hostage with 
which to paralyze every resistance 
of my people in The Netherlands 
and overseas territories.” 

She asserted that her dynasty 
“has led every struggle for free- 
dom of The Netherlands and, as 
heir to our tradition, I have this 
duty to go wherever The Nether- 
lands continue their fight for lib- 
erty. , 

“In the hands of the enemy I 
would have been powerless. As a 
captive of oppression I could not 
have been a rallying point nor an 
inspiration for my unhappy people. 

“No Dutchman could have looked 
to his Queen for hope and resur- 
rection if she had been the pris- 
oner of the eremy. 

“I have deemed it my duty to 
choose the active leadership of 4 
continued struggle at the head of 
my Government. This struggle is 
being waged by Dutchmen who 
have escaped from the now-occu- 
pied territory and recruited abroad 
at the side of the Allies; also by 
the Dutch fleet with its proud tra- 
ditions which has been able to join 
Allied fleets almost unscathed. 

Task of Leadership. 

“It is my task to give leadership 
and confidence to thees forces and 
Hollanders in overseas territories 
who are willing and keen to make 
any sacrifice for the liberation of 
the motherland. 

“It is my task also freely to carry 
on the constitutional leadership of 
those 65,000,000 native inhabitants 
of our empire whose allegiance to 
the crown has been so forcefully 
demonstrated in these fateful days.

While the Northern Allied army, 
originally in Belgiuyn fought south- 
ward in the Cambrai-Valenciennes 
region above the German corridor, 
French forces of the Somme were 
fighting northward to attempt 
to effect a junction at a point 
which remains a military secret.

Judge Otis Files Probation 
Terms Boss Must Meet 
for Five Years After Re- 
lease.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. May 24 
(AP)—Tom Pendergast must ab- 
stain entirely from politics and 
gambling, and lead a “clean, honest, 
temperate life” for five years fol- 
lowing his release from Federal 
prison next Thursday, Memorial 
day, United States District Judge 
Merrill E. Otis said today. 

“Iron-clad” provisions of the five- 
year probation were repeated by 
the Judge in the “conditions of pro- 
bation” filed with the Federal 
Court clerk. 

They bar Pendergast’s two fa- 
vorite occupations — politics and 
horse-race wagers. He is prohibited 
from visiting 1908 Main street— 
headquarters of his Democratic 
machine. Another provision de- 
clares he must not leave Kansas 
City except “for important and nec- 
essary business reasons or for treat¢ 
ment in a hospital outside of Kan- 
sas City.” 

Must Pay $125,000. 

Judge Otis stipulated that Pen- 
dergast must pay the balance of 
his unpaid Federal income tax lia- 
bility, $125,000, by April 15, 1941. 
He already has paid part of the 
$350,000 settlement with the Inter- 
nal Revenue Collector of the claim

Advices from nearby seaside re- 
sorts said that the earthquake 
wrought terrific damage, especialy 
at Chorillos, which consisted mostly 
lof old houses. 
| A witness of the Chorillos de- 
struction said that streets were 
rendered impassable by debris fr°m 
fallen houses. 

Hundreds of persons still thronged 
the Lima streets in midafternoon 
trying to get room in passing 
busses, some hunting their homes, 
others in flight from them.

Idleness Forbidden. 
“Any course of idleness, unless 


er’s health, will be considered a vio- 
lation of the probation by the 
Court.” 

In conclusion, the Judge said if 
Pendergast was not satisfied with 
the conditions of the probation ani 
is unwilling to comply with them, 
he should advise the Court and 
steps would be taken to “execute 
the three-year suspended sentence.” 

Pendergast Thursday will com- 
plete in a year and a day his 15- 
month prison sentence by gaining 
the usual] time allowance for good 
behavior. He was sentenced to prison 
for evading income taxes following 
his plea of guilty, fined $10,000, 
which he has paid, and ordered on 
probation for five years. Most of his 
sentence has been served in the 
prison hospital because of his 
heart ailment. 

On his release, Federal officers 
will bring him here, explain terms 
of the probation, then turn him 
over to county officers for arraign- 
ment on a State bribery indictment 
in connection with the compromise 
in 1935 of the $9,500,000 Missouri 
fire insurance rate case.

The army we are with is well- 
supported by the air arm. We see 
stukas (dive bombers) and heavy 
bombers roaring overhead in an al- 
most unbroken stream, Today, for 
the first time since entering the 
Western zone of operations, I stood 
on an airport facing England—lo- 
cation not revealable—only 30 min- 
utes from Britain as a Messer- 
schmitt flies. 

This field was reserved for Mes- 
serschmitts. We saw 27 of these 
swift fighters, hidden by a camou- 
flage of branches or by being 
pushed back into the woods fring- 
ing the field, 

But in addition to air force and 
army officers, we also have seen 
naval officers hastening back and 
forth in this area. That fact speaks 
volumes. These men are here for 
business. 

The Messerschmitt squadron we 
visited was commanded by Herman 
Handrick, Penthahlon champion in 
the 1936 Olympic games at Berlin. 

As eight planes of his squadron 
took to the air, he explained: 

“As we haven't seen the enemy 
in the air for the past eight days, 
I am free to assist the ermy in its 
push into Ghent from the north. 
Those eight planes have started to 
assist in the land fight. 

“Each plane has either four ma- 
chine-guns or two machine-guns 
and two cannon. They have orders 


|to swoop down on marching enemy 


columns.” 
Hate in Belgians’ Eyes, 

In no Belgian community 
through which we have crossed this 
week have I noticed more hatred 
in people’s eyes than in Aerschot, 
10 miles northeast of Louvain. 

In fact, I often have been sur- 
prised how quickly the local popu- 
lation and the occupation army 
made friends, 

I travel every day in a First Lien- 
tenant’s car. I suppose the popula- 
tion takes me for German. If looks 
uiave killed, I would have 
been a corpse in Aerschot, which 
was the scene of one of the most 
violent tank fights. Get between 
two groups of tanks and little is 
left of your town. Aerschot is a 
picture of desolation, 

Hundreds of citizens were stand- 
ing pitifully at the market place 
where vegetables just had arrived. 


Hearses for Busses.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—With 
the conviction of Thomas J, Pen- 
dergast as his principal example, | 
Samuel O. Clark Jr., Assistant At- 
torney-General in charge of tax 
cases, told a Federal Bar Associa- 
tion meeting here last night that 
Federal prosecutions of crooks for 
income tax evasions did not mean 
that a state had abdicated its sov- 
ereignty to the Federal Govern- 
ment, but rather that theretofore 
the people of that state had sur- 
rendered their powers of self-gov- 
ernment to a criminal group. 

Specifically, Clark was answer- 
ing the recent criticisms of West- 
brook Pegler, columnist, that the 
Federal Government's intervention 
in corruption in Kansas City and 
New Orleans could be approved 
only with reservations and regrets 
because the thieves were “snared 
by trick Federal laws which had 
been twisted or stretched to cover 
crimes.” 

Cheating Not Condoned. 

Such comment, said Clark, re- 
flected the thought that evasion of 
income taxes was a technical of- 
fense involving no particular moral 
turpitude, which was not the case. 
He continued: “To cheat the Gov- 
ernment of its taxes willfully—and 


the evasion must be willful in 
order to constitute a crime — is 
not essentially different from em- 
bezzlement with the United States 
Treasury as the victim. Such an 
act constitutes a serious crime 
which Congress has made punish- 
abel with a penitentiary sentence. 
Accordingly, once the crime of in- 
- come tax evasion has been estab- 
lished, the fact that the individual 
is a notorious character in no 
way influences the decision to 
proscute. We proceed not because 
he may happen to be a thoroughly 
undesirable citiden whose tempor- 
ary absence from his customary 
haunts will be welcomed by his 
community, but because we believe 
him guilty of the  gubstantive 
crime of tax evasion.” 


Clark pointed out that it was not 
unnatural that wholesale violaters 
of the law should pay little atten- 
tion to the income tax. 


“The fact that such notorious|. 


violators of other crimes are also 
prosecuted for income tax viola- 
tions,” he said, “needs no defense 
from the Government. When the 
honest, legitimate business man is 
compelled to report and pay his 
income taxes there certainly is no 
g00d reason why the individual 
who earns his living outside of the 
law should be allowed to évade his 
share of the tax load. It is very 
apparent that any other course 
would not only be contrary to es- 
tablished law, it would also be 
granting unconscionable immunity 
to criminals.” 


Commenting on the breakdown 
of local law enforcement, Clark 
said: “All too often a corrupt gang 
gains control of local government. 
This, of course, is not solely a 
product of modern times. When 
such a condition exists it ig use- 
less to expect that the local prose- 
cuting agency will be effective; 
for rarely is pervasive corruption 
present unless the law enforcement 
arm of the Government is likewise 
corrupt, 


“If the United States Government 
is brought into such a situation 
through proof of violations of Fed- 
eral law, and convictions of the 
gang are secured, I do not believe 
that means that the State has &b- 
dicated its sovereignty. Rather it 
seems to me that the people of 
that state have theretofore surren- 
dered their powers of self-govern- 
ment to a criminal group. 

Rousing Public Opinion. 

An indirect but none the less 
beneficial effect of vigorous action 
by the Federal Government may 
well be the restoration of local 
powers of self-government. In oth- 
er words, I see no reason why a 
grafting politician who is guilty 
of income tax evasion should not be 
prosecuted for that crime, even 
though the result may be to break 
up the power of a corrupt political 
ring. While such considerations 
are not the motivating factor in 
the institution of tax evasion prose- 
cutions, no one can be unmindful of 
the fact that such action may di- 
rectly benefit local communities 
and states.” 

Clark pointed out that as a re- 
sult of the Pendergast conviction, 
an aroused public opinion was able 
to break up the Pendergast organ- 
ization.

APPROVED BY HOUSE, 354-21

A $1,111,754,916 relief program for- 
bidding aid to aliens went to the 
Senate today, where leaders expect 
it to pass as overwhelmingly as it 
did in the House.

air, and their speedboats were dart- 
ing about in the channel zone. 

The Germans announced the cap- 
ture of Loretto Heights, northwest 
of Arras, with an indication that 
an effort was being made to drive 
into the strongest point of the en- 
circled ‘Allied area—the industrial 
city of Lille. 

Other successes claimed were the 
capture of the French fortress of 
Maubeuge and the fall to German 
arms of Tournai, about 35 miles 
to the southwest of Ghent. 

On the Southern front in the re- 
gion of the Somme—where Allied 
and German forces had been locked 
yesterday in a furious struggle— 
the Germans declared there was 
“no special events’ other than a 
“weak” enemy advance toward Am- 
iens. This, they added, was re- 
pelled. The Allies were declared 
to have lost 56 or more tanks 
there. 

The Germans asserted that yes- 
terday’s air losses for the Allies 
on the Western front totaled 49 
planes—shot down in flight or de- 
stroyed on the ground—against 16 
German planes marked down as 
missing. A toll of 56 Allied tanks 
was announced in one day of fight- 
ing Wednesday. 


Gains “Very Considerable.” 

Describing the progress made by 
the army yesterday as “very con- 
siderable,” they said the Nazi units 
probably had not touched the coast 
town of Boulogne, south of Calais, 
but had passed to the east of it on 
the northward rush. 

Informed sources were extremely 
hopeful that, with the Germans 
reaching french coastal points, 
“the encirclement then will be near- 
ly airtight, in which case a destruc- 
tive battle may occur earlier than 
was expected.” 

The British Royal Air Force, they 
said contemptuously, conducted an- 
other series of “prestige flights” 
over the Aachen, Dusseldorf and 
Munster regions last night. 

These sources said bombs were 
dropped on non-military targets, 
but that there were no reports as 
yet as to possible damage or casual- 
ties. 

The American military attache at 
Berlin, Col. Peyton, and his two 
assistants, went to the bombed 
regions to make a personal inves- 
tigation of the German assertions 
of aimless British night raids, 

Heavy Allied Losses. 

Repeated Allied reverses in at- 
tempts to break through the Ger- 
man ring of encirclement and out 
of the “cauldron” were described 
as having weakened Allied resist- 
ance. The Allies were said to have 
sustained particularly heavy losses 
in an effort to pierce the German 
lines near Cambrai yesterday. 

The further German advance to- 
ward Calais was reported to have 
decreased considerably any chance 
of a successful Allied break- 
through. 

With the ring around the Allied 
units getting tighter, it was said 
“the real fight against England is 
coming closer.” But before a ma- 
jor attack on England can be 
launched, the “cauldron”—or pock- 
et—in Northern France and Bel- 
gium first will have to be occupied 
completely by German troops. 

German authorities do not ex- 
pect to achieve this result without 
bitter fighting. It was said no 
comparison could be drawn with 
the campaign in Poland, because 
the ring is larger than that around 
the Poles at Kutno and the Allies 
are both stronger and  better- 
equipped than were the Poles. 

Text of Communique. 

The high command communique 
follows: 

“The region of northern France 
and Belgium in which the enemy 
armies are encircled was further 
tightened by successful attacks of 
German troops on all sides. 

“In Flanders German divisions 
broke through fortified Scheldt po- 
sition and advanced as far as the 
western embankment of the Lys. 

“Tournai was taken. The French 
fortress at Maubeuge, lying behind 
the front, is in German hands after 
the capture of the last fortified 
works. 

“In the Artois region German 
troops conquered Loretto Heights, 
northwest of Arras which were 
hotly contested during the World 
War. 

“Strong German armored forces 
which are advancing between Ar- 
ras and the sea northward yester- 
day neared the French channel 
ports. 

“A weak enemy advance from the 
south toward Amiens was repelled. 
Otherwise there were no special 
events on the southern front.

ROOSEVELT DENIES 
OFFERING STARK POS} 


Says He Saw Governor on De- 
fense, Not on Navy 
Secretaryship.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said at his press 
conference today that he had not 
offered a Cabinet position to Gov. 
Lloyd C. Stark of Missouri, who 
conferred with him unexpectedly 
yesterday afternoon. Their discus- 
sion, he said, had been about the 
national defense program as it re- 
lated to the Governors’ Conference 
which will meet in Duluth early 
next month. Stark is chairman of 
the conference. 

The meeting, the President said, 
is expected to approve the _ en- 
larged national defense and offer 
its complete co-operation. 

Stark has been mentioned as the 
successor of Charles Edison, who 
will resign as Secretary of the 
Navy in order to campaign for the 
New Jersey governorship. Edison 
won the Democratic nomination 
unopposed Tuesday. 

Stark had expected to return to 
fly back to Missouri today to fill 
an engagement at Cape Girardeau, 
but his plane was grounded by 
rain, 

“I am running for the office of 
Senator from Missouri,” Stark said, 
“and I am going to win.” 

He was irritated by rumors 
that he had come to Washington to 
discuss the navy secretaryship. He 
said these reports had been encour- 
aged by his political enemies in 
Missouri. 

Stark said that he told the Pres- 
ident that the people of Missouri, 
whom he regarded as a good cross- 
section of the Middle West, enthu- 
siastically approved the enlarged 
defense program. 

The Governors’ meeting, Stark 
said, will work out plans for co- 
operation with the national govern- 
ment on a “preparedness for de- 
fense” program. Partisan politics, 
he said, will have no part in this 
undertaking.

Possible With U. S. Plane Sight 


Officers at Maneuvers Comment on Precision 
Which Makes Bombing Effective From 
Higher Height, Beyond Gun Range. 


CAMP BEAUREGARD, La., May 
2% (AP).—A new sight, army offi- 
cers believe, has given American 
bombers more deadly accuracy than 
any plane on European battlefields 


today. 

Praise for the device—a closely- 
guarded military secret—came from 
officers at the army maneuvers in 
Western Louisiana, where the air 
force has concentrated 250 planes, 


including 116 bombers, in a huge 
demonstration to co-ordinate its 
work with ground troops. 

One officer said the sight used in 
the heavy bombers, which do their 
work from an elevation of 15,000 
feet, is so precise that a “plane 
three miles up could almost drop 
fts eggs in a barrel or knock your 
hat off.” 

“IT have heard it asserted that the 
Germans claim a bomb sight as 
good as ours,” the officer explained. 
“But I doubt it.” - 

This was the explanation given: 

The heavy American bomber, fly- 
ing on a level keel, sights and drops 
its cargo from a height so great as 


to be out of reach of anti-aircraft 
fire. 

Other nations have bomb sights 
in their heavy ships, but it is the 
level keel and precision that puts 
the American instrument above 
them. 

Power diving ships that move 
ahead of the tanks and infantry— 
such as the American light bomber 
and the German Stukas used to 
blast troop concentrations—sacri- 
fice safety and accuracy in their 
terrific plunges. 

The Stukas reportedly have been 
diving suddenly from 4000 feet to 
within 50 feet of the ground before 
releasing their bombs. 

All such close-to-earth attacks 
must be undertaken in the face of 
a spray of ship or ground fire, an 
officer said, while accuracy in such 
a dive is sacrificed because the 
projectile is released during the 
plane’s descent. 

Officers reported that a bomber 
flying at 14,000 feet and using the 
American instrument scored five 
direct hits out of six bombs 
dropped on the outline of a battle- 
ship in a field at recent maneuvers 
at Fort Benning, Ga. 


1. IS LIBERTY'S LAST 
CHANCE. HOOVER SAYS 


Asserts in Speech This Coun- 


try Must Repair and Pre- 
serve Democracy. 


BOSTON, May 24 (AP).—For- 
mer President Herbert Hoover said 
last night that “here in America is 
the last chance of making the sys- 
tem of liberty vital to men.” He 
maintained that this country had 
the double duty of repairing de- 
mocracy’s failures and of constant- 
ly rebuilding it. 

“These are grave days for the 
future of civilization and for our 
own country,” he said in an address 
to the annual meeting of the Boys’ 


Clubs of America, an organization 
which he serves as chairman of its 
board of directors. 
_ “Our minds,” he continued, “are 
distracted by the infinite tragedies 
which unroll day by day. That the 
independence of peaceful nations 
should be murdered fires our in- 
dignation. That women and chil- 
dren should be ruthlessly slaugh- 
tered brims us to tears.” 

Hoover said that the work of the 
Boys’ Club—that of “giving a full 


chance in life to the pavement |! 


is to carry on the processes of hu- 
mane endeavor in this democracy.” 

With praise for teh Boys’ Club 
aim of giving “every child an equal 
chance,” Hoover said that “just as 
the Fascists build their boys as part 
of a military state, we want to 
build our boys to support a demo- 
cratic state.” 

He said that Government prob- 
ably would concern itself to a 
greater and greater extent with the 
affairs of the nation’s youth. 

“But,” he asserted, “it will be a 
sign of degeneration when we as 
private citizens shall surrender 
character building to the state; 
that is not the place where person- 
ality and character can ever be 
built. 

“This service requires sacrifice, 
understanding, toleration, generos- 
ity. The methods of a dictator are 
too simple and too easy.”

How Will the Money Be Spent? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OR the past 20 years, many military 
and naval officials, upon leaving the 
service, have come forth with scathing 
criticisms of the inefficiency in our de- 
fenses. 

They have complained of reactionary 
refusals by our military and naval hier- 
archy to pay heed to new ideas and the- 
ories of defense, and have charged that 
advancement of officers has been con- 
trolled by the men at the top in order 
to ensure their own positions. 

A glance at the amounts spent by our 
Government in the past 10 years for 
war preparation indicates that the ap- 
parent lack of proper defenses at this 
time is due, not so much to lack of 
money, as to a failure to spend it. 

Our army is organized on the theory 
that the standing army is a skeleton 
around which, in time of war, a huge 
army of drafted men would be built. 

Men like Maj. George Fielding Eliot tell 
us that the best defensive army is a 
small, highly trained, mechanized, mobile 
body, that a mass army of conscripts is of 
value only for fighting overseas, where 
it would be on the offensive, suffering 

_ great losses in man-power in order to 
seize positions. 

Why do we continue to spend our 
money on half-training a mass army 
when what we really need is a different 
kind of army entirely? 

The skeleton army theory, when added 
to the failure to provide adequate coast 
fortifications, makes a strofig argument 
for the claim that we have not been pre- 
paring for defense at all, but for another 
crusade abroad, 

The President is now asking that we 
spend another billion dollars. In view of 
the past record, it would seem to be only 
logical that there should be a thorough 
investigation into where our money has 
been going. 

If we continue as we have in the past, 
we may spend the money and still have 
nothing to show for it.

THE ROADS OF FRANCE. 


Bo the people were scatgered abroad 

throughout all the land. —Ezodus. 
A great multitude is moving these days along the 
roads of France. Out of Picardy, the country of Joan 
of Arc, and out of Belgian Brabant and Flanders, 
heart-wrenching human rivers are flowing south and 
west through Normandy and the Isle de France into 
Auvergne, Lyonnais, Guyenne and far Gascony. 
These are the refugees, the human flotsam of war, 
those dispossessed by bomb and shell. There are at 
least three or four millions of them, it is estimated 
in Paris. But no one has yet really counted these 
men with the drawn, blank faces: beyond further 
expression of horror or pain, these women muffling 
sobs in their shawls, these frightened children rid- 
ing high on heaps of bedding and household goods. 
Some on foot, others in high, two-wheeled carts 
behind great Percherons, some in old automobiles 
or behind tractors, a few on bicycles, they move away 
from their fields of young wheat, away from the 
guns and the planes. Sometimes they move amidst 
ruins, with here and there a saint’s picture or a piano 
undamaged by the steel shards. More often they 
move only through ueserted villages. The enemy was 
in such haste that he unleashed his fury only where 
resistance was offered. 

Where they are going, where next they will eat or 
sleep, these people know not. While it is issuing 
food cards to others, the French Government has 
announced that there will be no red tape to hamper 
these refugees. A census is to be taken, too, of the 
men—the skilled craftsmen from the factories of 
Belgium, the good farmers of the north of.France— 
so that work may be found for them quickly where 
they can be of the greatest aid to la Patrie. But 
it is a difficult thing to feed multitudes, or to find 
work for them, on the side roads—the main roads are 
for the camions, the lorries, the tanks, the troops. 

There are lesser streams, too, moving counter to this 
great human current. The tenacious peasants of 
Artois and the Belgian plain are, in many cases, 
returning to their homes and their acrés. And oth- 
ers, like the Dutch, never had time for flight. The 
Germans were all about them before they knew it. 
Many of these returning ones are being greeted by 
their dogs—in Belgium a dog is as important. as a 
horse. Many of the animals are half-starved. Others 
have been fed well enough from German mess kits. 

Since there ‘has been no sniping, the Germans are 
doing what they can for these people,; the corre- 
spondents report. Relief is being organized with 
typical German efficiency. And the individual sol- 
dier, all the atrocity stories of a quarter-century ago 
notwithstanding, is likely to be as sentimental and 
good-natured as any German peasant. Bread, butter 
and eggs are said to be plentiful in the occupied coun- 
try. In the cities, the shops and the cafes are open. 

But, after all, the Germans are waging a blitzkrieg. 
Their first consideration cannot be for its victims. 
Even if it were, most of these are beyond their 
reach on the roads of France, making the great trek 
toward the south. Perhaps these are the more for- 
tunate ones. They are among their own kind. But 
for all their good will and good intentions, the 
French, too, are preoccupied. Their first business 
is to halt the invader. They cannot escape this hand- 
icap on their effort to help the people on the roads. 

So it is little wonder that the refugees are think- 
ing of the Americans, not the Americans who came 
with Pershing to fight for them, but those who came 
with Hoower to feed them. Here is a mission crying 
to be performed once again.

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MR. ROOSEVELT IS CHALLENGED. 
A luncheon guest at the President’s table Wednes- 
day, Alf M. Landon left the White House and met a 
group of newspaper men to whom he handed a 
written statement demanding that Mr. Roosevelt 
eliminate himself as a candidate for third term. 
In the circumstances, the statement strikes the 
public mind with the impact of a peremptory, dra- 
matic challenge. Even so, Mr. Landon must be 
acquitted of sensational intent. His words are the 
thoughtful utterance of a citizen gravely concerned 
with his country’s affairs. 
After all, the amenities of our official life do not 
ordinarily include the presence of the latest Repub- 
lican candidate for President as a luncheon guest 
in the White House of his successful Democratic op- 
ponent. Such an event is exceptional. Its occurrence 
has been explained. Mr. Roosevelt is stepping across 
partisan lines for the admirable purpose of unifying 
popular sentiment in this tragic hour. 
Mr. Landon approves the President’s purpose, con- 
ditionally. Already on candid record as opposing 
any procedure that would impair the vitality of our 
two-party system, he believes the leaders of both par- 
ties might well co-operate, but as a prerequisite to 
such co-operation, he insists that Mr. Roosevelt dis- 
avow his further candidacy. b 
To Mr. Landon, the reasons for suth disavowal 
are urgent. In his opinion, the two-term tradition, 
an unwritten constitutional injunction, may be vio- 
lated only’ with possibly disastrous consequences. 
Such violation opens wide the way to lifelong 
tenure of the presidency. It demolishes a tested and 
revered safeguard, and at a time when ancient land- 
marks and historic values are withering under pagan 
philosophies and murderous violence. 

Unthinkable as such departure from this precedent 
would be under any conceivable pressure, the abro- 
gation of this binding rule now would be a flouting 
of one of our democracy’s elemental concepts. It 
would be a renouncing of the faith of the Founding 
Fathers and the espousal of one of tyranny’s insidi- 
ous superstitions—the coronation of the indispen- 
sable man. And for Republican leaders to participate 
in administrative responsibility today would place 
them in the position, Mr. Landon declares, of indors- 
ing Mr. Roosevelt’s third-term ambition. 

“The President regrets,” reads a White House re- 
ply, “that he has not time, just now, to give to the 
preparation of political statements. He is too busi- 
ly engaged with problems of far greater national 
importance.” 

The answer is inadequate. It is palpably evasive. A 
half dozen words could dispose of the third-term 
problem, and it was perfectly proper for Mr. Landon 
to issue his challenge that the President should de- 
clare himself.

before the nation today is this: “If Adolf 
Hitler wins in Europe, will he become a 
military menace to the United States?” 

Upon the correct answer to that question 
depends our getting in, or staying out of, the 
new world war. And if we get in, it is 
doubtful whether our free economic system 
or our democratic political system could sur- 
vive the necessary war dictatorship. 

If it is necessary for us to stop Hitler now, 
in order to defend ourselves successfully in 
the future, we ought unquestionably to de- 
clare war on him tomorrow. No military au- 
thority could conclude otherwise. But is it 
necessary? Could a victorious Hitler invade 
America? 

The answer is a flat No. Every impor- 
tant military or naval expert in the country 
regards the claim that Hitler could ever suc- 
cessfully attack these shores as nothing less 
than preposterous. Let us see why. 

In the first place, no enemy can seriously 
threaten our eastern coast-line unless he 
commands the Atlantic Ocean. Can Hitler 
ever do that? He has four lightly armed bat- 
tleships, five heavy cruisers, six light cruis- 
ers, 45 destroyers, 59 submarines and two 
plane-carriers. 

The American Navy is more than four 
times as strong. Furthermore, we would be 
fighting—if we grant that actual combat is 
conceivable—close to our home base, while 
Hitler would be 3000 miles from his; this 
alone is considered to be a better than 2-to-l 
advantage. 

Thus the naval odds are 10 to 1 against 
the Nazis. And remember, it takes years 
and years to build a new navy—we wouldn’t 
sit idly by if Germany ever started one.

But wait a minute, somebody says. Sup- 
pose Hitler licks the Allies and takes over 
the British fleet—how could we stop him? 
Well, [ can speak from personal experience 
on that.

Well, in the World War we had to figure 
on 40 pounds of supplies per day for every 
man inthe A. E. F. We have all the world’s 
free tonnage and absolute domination of the 
seas—yet we couldn’t supply those men. 

Forty per cent of our supplies had to be 
bought abroad. Could Hitler do any better? 

Today, the War Department figures it will 
take 12 tons of overseas shipping per man 
just to transport a modern mechanized ex- 
pedition. Let’s figure on a German expedi- 
tionary force of a minimum of 200,000 men; 
anything less would be a joke, and even that 
number would be more of an annoyance 
than a threat. 

Well, it would take 2,400,000 tons of over- 
seas mercantile shipping to land them here 
—and that is considerably more tonnage in 
usable vessels than Germany possesses. 

Such an expedition is a mathematical im- 
possibility. And even if it weren't, that slow, 
lumbering and defenseless admada—what a 
dish for American air and naval ships! 

Invasion from the sky? Has the develop- 
ment of long-distance bombers caused a 
“shrinkage of the Atlantic’? Remember that 
the Atlantic is 1500 miles across at its nar- 
rowest point. The accepted bombing radius 
with effective loads—and only one way—is 
1000 miles. Who can see a bombing possibil- 
ity in those figures? And even if they did 
make sense, it would have to be pointed out 
that you can’t conquer a nation with a 
couple of air raids.

But what about air bases established by 
Hitler in South or Central America? Diffi- 
cult to arrange; and we could blow them up 
faster than he could build them. Raids 
from plane-carriers cruising close to shore? 
It would be like trying to subdue an ele- 
phant with a bean-shooter. 

The efficacy of the air branch in the 
present war is not yet definitely known, but 
confidential reports seeping through suggest 
that it has been overrated. To date, air 
raids on navies have been flops—and that 
goes for both sides. 

Bombing expeditions against fortified po- 
sitions have been even more disastrous. It 
is the same old military axiom all over again 
——no matter what may be the new develop- 
ments of the offensive, sooner or later suf- 
ficiently effective defensive inventions off- 
set them. 

Perhaps the most important of all is the 
fact that right now Hitler is embarked on 
a death struggle that may last a year—or a 
lifetime. Even if he wins, his nation is go-

He 
points out that Ataturk “built up a new 
Turkey on the ruins of the old; and his ex- 
pulsion of the Greeks, which perhaps sug- 
gested to Hitler that he should do the same 
in Germany with the Jews, has already been 
forgotten and forgiven.”

‘Lights Out in Europe,’ Show- 
ing at Will Rogers Theater, 
Is Powerful, Mature. 


A powerful and grownup plea 
for exercise of the _ intelligence, 
tragically but perhaps not yet hope- 
lessly belated, is contained in 
“Lights Out in Europe,” which be- 
gan a week’s run on the local 
screen last night at the Will Rogers 
Theater, Union boulevard south of 
Page. 

The picture was filmed in the 
shadow. and in the reality of war 
last summer and fall, in England, 
Poland and the Corridor, by Her- 
bert and Rosa Kline, who had per- 
formed the same sort of service 
in Czecho-Slovakia. Back in this 
country again, they edited the film 
and, for the sake of forgetting, set 
out with John Steinbeck to do a 
pastoral in Mexico. 

Incredulous Crowds. 

There seems much, however, for 
the rest of us to remember in this 
film. It begins in England last 
summer, when holiday crowds be- 
lieved war couldn’t come and news- 
stand bulletins still proclaimed: 
“Common Sense Can Stop Hitler.” 

There are views of Chamberlain’s 
self-conscious glance, of Church- 
ill’s dogged stare, of English 
crowds mostly milling as though in 
eagerness to know what’s going on, 
a few cheering and others smiling 
sourly at the men wh® held their 
destiny; of a Danzig Nazi making 
speeches; a Polish general giving

Born in Austria, he came to this 
country at 14.

British With Rifles Report Wiping 
Out Nazi Parachutists. 

LONDON, May 24 (AP). — A 
small band of British and French 
soldiers was reported tonight to 
have wiped out German parachute 
attackers, armed with sub-machine 
guns, dropped on a French village 
behind the Western Front. 

The British were said to have 
been armed only with rifles. 

The Air Ministry announced that 
16 members of the ground staff of 
a Royal Air Force squadron had 
stopped to rest at the village, weary 
from 17 hours on the road, when 
at dusk German bombers *came 
over.

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MOSLEM LEADER IN INDIA 
PLEDGES FIGHT FOR FREEDOM 


Tells Followers He Is Confident; 
Gandhi Replies Favorably to 

Britain’s Compromise Plan. 
BOMBAY, India, May 24 (AP).— 
Mahomed Ali Jinnah, president of 
the All India Moslem League, as- 
serted today that “whether the 
British agree or not, we shall fight 
.. . to the last ditch” for the crea- 
tion of independent Moslem states 
in northwestern and eastern zones 
of India. 

His views were expressed in a 
message to the League’s Bombay 
provincial conference meeting at 
Hubli. 

Jinnah said he was confident 
British politicians “will not fail to 
meet us.” 

Meanwhile, Mohandas K. Gandhi, 
Indian Nationalist leader, said he 
would “leave no stone unturned to 
bring about a peaceful and honor- 
able settlement of the present In- 
dian deadlock.” 

_He was commenting on a sugges- 
tion in the British House of Com- 
mons in London yesterday by L. S. 
Amery, secretary for India, that a 
compromise be reached on the dis- 
puted issues of India’s constitution 
in an effort to put aside differ- 
ences during the war crisis. 


COURT RULES CITY TREASURER 
IS ENTITLED TO $8000 SALARY 


Decision in Mandamus Suit 
Brought by Dwyer Against 
Comptroller. 


A ruling that City Treasurer 
John J. Dwyer was entitled to $8000 
annual salary, as provided in a bill 


passed by the Legislature last 
May, was made today by Circuit 
Judge Robert J. Kirkwood. 

The ruling was on a mandamus 
suit brought by Dwyer, asking that 
Comptroller Louis Nolte be re- 
quired to pay him on the $8000 
basis. Nolte had contended that 
Dwyer should receive only $5000 
a year, the salary in effect until 
the Legislature acted last summer, 
on the ground that an increase by 
the Legislature could not apply to a 
man already in office. 

Under the ruling, which was 
made without comment by the 
Court, Dwyer will receive about 
$3000 in additional salary from the 
day the bill providing the increase 
went into effect.

find it possible to drop off, I wake 
up in a few minutes and lie there 
tossing restlessly till morning. As 
a result, I am getting nervous and 
jittery. I snap at my employes as 
well as at my wife. I also have a 
feeling in my brain as if there is 
a growing pressure which will 
ultimately burst my skull. Dr. 
Crane, what can I do? I know 
I can’t last much longer without 
getting a normal night’s rest.”

DIAGNOSIS: Many people 
grow worried over insomnia, and 
a@ vicious circle is soon established. The more they fear they 
will not be able to sleep, the more they furtively watch them- 
selves to see if the dreaded sleeplessness will not again beset 
them. They begin to fret and argue with themselves. They 
try counting sheep, or even resort to sedatives. Because they 
haven’t a good knowledge of the facts, however, they suffer 
undue strain and nervousness because of their insomnia. In 
the first placé, the very act of lying in a horizontal position 
gives the body most of the benefits of sleep, even though we 
lie awake meanwhile. 

When we lie down, even though we are awake, our blood 
pressure drops and our heart beats more slowly. Both of these 
reactions serve as a mild vacation for the heart. It works 
more slowly and under less load, so it gets a chance to rest, 
That is probably the main purpose of sleep; mamely, its rest 
for the heart. People with insomnia, therefore, don’t need to 
worry about dying. I never heard of a case of death from 
insomnia.

BUT THE STOMACH also gets a rest while we are away 
from the table the long stretch from evening till breakfast. 
Meanwhile, the kidneys can filter out the remaining waste prod- 
ucts from the blood and thus put us on a normal basis for 
starting the new day. These effects can be accomplished almost 
as well while we are lying down but awake, as when we are 
sleeping, so there is no great reason to worry about insomnia, 

In fact, we have much evidence to show that we sleep too 
much. Thomas A. Edison conducted an experiment with eight 
of his men who worked an average of 21 hours per day for 
five weeks without any apparent injurious effect. Some of our 
American psychologists have gone for 60 or more hours without 
sleep, and our marathon dancers and walkathon contestants 
snatch only small doses of sleep, even while dancing or walk- 
ing, yet apparently suffer no serious injuries,

COWS AND HORSES, dogs and cats, sleep relatively little, 
Our greatest human need is probably for mental relaxation 
and freedom from nervous tension. A man who is happy and 
at peace, can get along without much sleep, where the tense, 
jittery person needs greater relaxation. Regular habits of living, 
plus some outdoor exercise in wind and sun, will usually beat 
all the sedatives in the world for producing sound slumber. 

But don't believe people who say they never sleep. We 
have plenty of such patients in our hospitals who claim they 
don’t sleep a wink’ when they are snoring most of the night, 
as nurses and internes can attest.

Child's Health 


T is time to examine the chil- 
ie and to note any condition 

that needs attention from _ the 
physician or dentist. These little 
jobs are better done in the spring. 
Children are like the plants, stir- 
ring in growth, and they respond 
well to treatment now. The cool, 
sweet days of spring are easier on 
convalescent children than the hot 
days of summer, 

If tonsils are diseased this is 
the time to get them out. If the 
child has had sore throats the past 
winter the physician should look at 
his tonsils. If he finds them dis- 
eased, out they should come, and 
promptly. Diseased tonsils work 
mischief. with growing habits and 
children cannot afford to be pes- 
tered with them, The process of 
getting rid of them is simple and 
safe, and there are plenty of skilled 
physicians and surgeons ready to 
serve, 

The children’s teeth should be 
carefully looked at just now. If 
there are stains, cavities, loose teeth 
—anything not just as it ought to 
be—the dentist will see it and ad- 
vise about treatment. The first 
teeth are important to the health 
of the permanent set and should 
be cleaned, filled and treated as 
the dentist may indicate. Don’t 
neglect this because sound, clean 
teeth have an important place in 
the child’s scheme of health. 

This is the time for vaccinations 
if they are required for admission 
to school. One of the inexcusable 
mistakes that is made is the vac-

cination of children the first day 
they enter school. Vaccinations 
are not a treat. Even when they 
do not “hurt” they have their ef- 
fect on the child. He doesn’t feel 
well. A sore arm, a feeling of 
upsetness, are not good prepara- 
tion for the first day in school. 


That first day is a tremendous 
experience for a child. For the 
first time in all his life he is cut 
off from his mother and his home. 
For the first time in his life he 
faces a world in which he is a 
stranger and there is none to hold 
his hand, to explain, to comfort 
and protect. He must stand alone. 

For this ordeal he must muster 
every ounce of power—physical and 
spiritual—that he has within him 
and direct it to his purpose. He 
needs to feel free of his body and 
free in his spirit. He cannot do 
that with a throbbing arm or an 
aching leg. He cannot be happy 
with a rising temperature. It is 
cruel to expose him to such con- 
ditions, 


Now is the time for these jobs. 
Get them over with so the child 
can have a good summer and be in 
fine shape for the fall term. Ask 
the physician to give him a thor- 
ough physical examination and then 
attehd to what needs attention. 

Put all certificates of vaccina- 
tion in a safe place, but make cer- 
tain the word “successful” is on 
the certificate before filing it. Keep 
them in a big envelope with the 
child’s birth certificate. Have one 
envelope for each child. These rec- 
ords are invaluable to children all 
through their childhood and youth. 
Even old age will need them. Get 
them ready now.

ACH of us hopes, when we 

make an appointment for a new 

permanent wave, that it will so 
improve our beauty that close 
friends will inquire: “What have 
you done to look so well!” But alas, 
all too frequently we leave the salon 
disappointed, for our hair looks 
frizzy and not at all beautiful. This 
disappointment may not be bes 
fault of the hairdresser—she can’t 
do much if your hair isn’t in good 
condition. 

It is not wise to get a permanent 
wave when you feel below par. 
Wait a week, Your hair will re- 
spond better. 

If you -have used any tint at all 
on your hair, or a color rinse, it 
should be stripped off your hair 
in this manner: Two days before 
you plan to get your wave, rub a 
lot of hot olive oil on your scalp 
and also the length of your hair. 
Put on a rubber bathing or shower 
cap, cover your ears with cotton 
and leave the oil on all night. You 
will thus steam it off. The next 
day shampoo your hair well with 
pure castile and rinse it thoroughly. 
Give it two or three soapings if it 
requires that many, to remove the 
oil. Do not put anything else on 
your hair before you go to the salon 
the day following. This allows suf- 
ficient time for a little natural oil 
to return to the scalp and hair, and 
it will curl more softly and easily. 
Do not let the operator wash it the 


second time unless you were not 


successful in getting out all of the 
oil, 
Hair that is dry with ends split-

ting or breaking off definitely re- 
quires at least three hot oil treat- 
ments, spaced a week or 10 days 
apart, before it will wave nicely. 
Between the hot oil treatments and 
setting, you should massage your 
scalp with a special reconditioning 
tonic or ointment—just enough to 
keep it lubricated. Too much will 
give it a greasy appearance. 

At the end of three weeks or a 
month, have your hair shampooed 
well. After it is dry have all the 
broken ends cut off and the rest of 
the hair expertly shaped.

My correspondent is putting tt 
very mildly when he asks: “Wasn't 
North somewhat to blame for fail- 
ing to bid game?” The word “some 
what” is scarcely adequate under 
the circumstances. North's pass 
was one of the most timid exhibi- 
tions imaginable. Indeed, it was 
incomprehensible. It is true that 
he had opened the bidding with 
one diamond, and over one no trump 
had “reversed” by showing his 
higher ranking heart suit. At the 
same time, however, he had indi- 
cated that this heart suit was only 
a four carder. South, in the face 
of that message, had given a heart 
raise, which was tantamount to 
saying that he, Sout! had 
four hearts. Now, considering tha 
North had four and one-half plus 
honor tricks, with two very re 
spectable suits, it is almost beyond 
belief that he could have “hung” 
one trick short of game. Even if 
he had not held the club king, 4 
game bid would have been in or 
der: with that card it was super- 
safe. Admittedly, it would have 
required only a slight stretch on 
South’s part to have jumped from 
two hearts to four, but since no 
stretch whatsoever was asked of 
North, it follows that the fault 
must be placed entirely on hi 
shoulders.

Three Generations of Steamboat Captains 


Familiar Figures Along the River, the Genial Streckfus Brothers Are Not So Well Known Ashore. 


By Marguerite Martyn 
HE Milles fountain; sportive- 
T ly celebrating the union of the 
waters to the great divertise- 
ment of the populace, the riverfront 
improvement progressing so violent- 
ly it looks as if Hitler’s bombers had 
passed that way, and a fantastic, 
new excursion boat to tickle the 
curiosity of the public until its 
launching on June 12, have all 
combined to increase interest in 
the river flowing by.our doors. 
With all this newly aroused pop- 
ular interest in the river, ‘*’s time 
we got better acquainted with the 
Streckfus brothers, Joe, John, Roy 
and Verne, all steamboat captains, 
And there is also Roy’s son, J. 
Curran, who recéntly passed the 


y® severe maritime examinations to 


acquire his captain's certificate, 
the third generation of the family 
to follow the mighty Mississippi 
in that capacity. 

Known familiarly at every land- 
ing place on the Mississippi and 
Ohio, always called by their first 
hames by members of the crew, 
from mate to lowliest roustabout, 
the Streckfuses, being of retiring 
dispositions, are not so well known 
ashore. 

But the strongest link between 
river and populace for many years 
has been wrought by the broth- 
ers in maintaining excursion steam- 
ers, affording about our only ac- 
cess to the river and its scenic 
grandeurs except by private power 
boats, the old packet boats hav- 
ing bécome largely a thing of the 
past. 

For years, the Streckfus brothers 
-—-and their father, the late Capt. 
John Streckfus, before them—have 
kept their craft plying while other 
passenger traffic has mostly van- 
ished. It seems to me they deserve 
a monument or something for 
what they have done to keep steam- 
boat tradition alive. 

Capt. Roy chuckled from _ the 
depth of his 240-pound bulk in de- 
precating denial when I made some 
such suggestion in his office aboard 
the Capitol, on which he had just 
come up from winter quarters in 
New Orleans. The inference was 
he and his brothers are well, satis- 
fied with rewards life has brought 
them as it is. 

“The fascination the river has 
for us speaks for itself,” he said. 
“My father ran away from home 
when he was a boy and stowed 
away on a boat that passed his 
home in Rock Island. As soon as 
he was grown and married he ac- 
quired his first steamboat, a little 
packet, “The Freddie.’ That was 
in 1878. At the time of his death in 
1925, he had followed the river 
47 years. 

“He acquired many packet boats 
which he operated on the Upper 
Mississippi. At one time he bought 
the Diamond Jo line, four large 
packets which he attempted to op- 
erate up and down the river from 
New Orleans to St. Paul and on the 
Ohio to Pittsburgh. That was 
shortly before the World War. It 
didn’t take him long, when speed 
in transportation of freight and pas- 
sengers became the order of the 
day, to realize that the packet boat

business was dead. So he ripped 
out the staterooms of the Diamond 
Jo boats and converted them all 
into excursion boats. The old J. S. 
named with his initials was the 
first truly excursion boat on the 
inland waters. 

“Now we operate excursion boats 
exclusively. 

“We four brothers all grew up on 
the river and I don’t think any of 
us ever had had the slightest temp- 
tation to leave it.” 

There are at present four boats 
in the Streckfus line. The Capitol, 
captained by Captain Roy, will run 
excursions out of St. Paul this sea- 
son. The President, Captain Verne’s 
boat, will operate between Louisi- 
ana, Mo., and Red Wing, Minn. 
The Senator will sail the Ohio out 
of Pittsburgh. Captain John prob- 
ably will take the new streamlined, 
air conditioned boat, which is to 
be called the Admiral, on its maid- 
en excursion June 12, while Cap- 
tain Joe; eldest brother and presi- 
dent of the company, keeps busy 
ashore. 

Without much competition, the 
Streckfus brothers have made 
a good thing of the steamboat ex- 
cursion business, as we have seen 
them acquiring bigger, better boats 
all along and now crowning their 
achievement by acquiring the so- 
called mystery streamliner that has 
been under construction on the 
levee for three years. With five 
decks, three of them enclosed in 
steel and glass, two of them air- 


conditioned, the Admiral is said 
to be the most modern purely recre- 
ation boat afloat. She looks it 
from the outside, her 385 foot hulk 
all silvered over. 

The public has had to be content 
with wondering from the outside, 
for no person nct employed in her 
construction, has been allowed to 
board her for reasons having to 
do with liability insurance and 
final Government inspection. Not 
until her actual launching it seems 
will we be able to verify all we’ve 
heard about her modern appoint- 
ments and modernistic decor, in 
contrast to the old scroll work and 
ginger bread we've got used to as- 
sociating with steamboat archi- 


tecture. 
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FLOATING office building

hive of activity early and late 
these days, Capt. Joe so busy boss- 
ing things aboard the new boat he 
has not been available for the 
merest short interview.

Why Is It a “Rosetta Stone?” 

“Love—the Rosetta Stone which 
untangles all the knots of human 
misunderstanding.” 

“Rosetta Stone,” figure of speech 
for a key that opens locked doors, 
solves riddles and clears up mys- 
teries, is an allusion to an actual 
black basalt stone, found in 1799, 
in an excavation near Rosetta, 
Egypt. 

The discoverer was Andre Bous- 
sard, Lieutenant in the French 
army of occupation in the land of 
the Pharaohs, who was intrigued by 
the engraving on this block 40 
inches in length, 30 in width and 
10 in thickness. 

Investigation disclosed that there 
were three inscriptions on the 
Rosetta Stone as it came to be 
called—in Greek, Egyptian vernacu- 
lar and ancient hieroglyphics, each 
being a translation of the others. 

Study of the sacred carvings of 
olden times was immediately and 
greatly stimulated; and chiefly by 
the use of the Rosetta Stone as a 
key, Jean Francois Champollion, 
French scholar, developed the study 
of Egyptology, recovering for pos- 
terity the long-lost tongue and his- 
tory of the Egypt of antiquity.

“They all say they are going to 
be steamboat men,” he remarked. 

We slithered over the slick dance 
floor of the Capitol, passed the Ne- 
gro jazz band practicing its synco- 
pations, on down to the immaculate 
galley and back to the dining sa- 
loon, where the crew was rounding 
in, to the tune of the steam calliope, 
for an excellent Southern-cooked 
dinner. Broad, friendly smiles 
spread over every face we met, 
especially the black ones, as soon 
as the blue coat and gold braid of 
the captain hove in sight. 

The engineer, John Pemberton, 
had started steamboating at the 
same time as Capt. Roy, at 16. The 
mate had been with the Streck- 
fuses almost as long. The chef has 
been with them 16 years. But the 
loyalty and downright affection of 
Streckfus employes to the captains 
is a legend up and down the river. 

“It has been our policy as we 
have earned to put the money back 
into the business and make it 
grow,” explained Capt. Roy. “That’s 
our sole idea in acquiring the new 
boat. Keeping the river life alive, 
providing jobs for people seems to 
be appreciated. Especially by the 
black people,” he added, “who 
somehow seem to belong on the 
river.”

of ingredients for today’s succotash 
(the luncheon main dish) includes 
lima beans. As a matter of fact, 
it all depends on where you were 
brought up, whether you belong to 
the green bean or to the lima bean 
school, and even the counties of a 
single state may be divided on this 
vital question. Now someone is 
probably going to object to our use 
of dried limas, but with fresh, 
frozen and canned lima beans all 
fairly high in price, dried limas are 
certainly practical if not strictly 
orthodox. Remember, they. must 
be soaked overnight; then simmer 
until perfectly tender. A few slices 
of salt pork simmered with them 
does things for their flavor. Put 
the pork into the succotash.

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How Dentistry 
Was Practiced 
In Early Days

HEN you have an aching tooth 
W you may put off tending to it 
for sentimental reasons—that 
is for reasons associated with pain 
and fear. But usually—and al- 
ways if it gets too bad—you reach 
for the telephone, and half an 
hour later you are seated in a 
high chair in an efficent looking 
office, a little apprehensive per- 
haps, but about to have a scien- 
tific adjustment of your troubles, 
The tooth may have to come out, 
but this is rare. It is likely to 
have the decayed part drilled out, 
the nerve irritation relieved, and 
the cavity filled with a substantial 
material that is almost as good 
and tough, if not more so, than 
your own original tooth material. 
Your great grandparents had no 
such choices. If they had the 
toothache they just had to bear 
it until the traveling toothpuller 
came to town, settled himself in a 
room in the village tavern, put up 
his advertisements in the window, 
and began to handle the tooth- 
aches accumulated since his last 
visit. There might be a month 
or six months’ between his visits, 
If during this interim the tooth 
got too bad, the family doctor 
might try his hand at yanking 
it out. He was wont to preface 
his performance by saying he 
wasn't very good at it, but if he 
could find his forceps he'd have a 
go at it. Maybe he couldn't find 
his forceps and the veterinary or 
the blacksmith or the village car- 
penter would have a go at it. Of 
course there was no anesthetic, 
local or general, to mitigate the 
pain, and no attempt to do any- 
thing but pull the tooth out. If it 
ached, it was a goner. There was 
no fixing it up, and nothing to do 
for the yawning cavity that re- 
mained after its removal. Hence. 
there was a good deal of ineffi- 
cient chewing in those days and a 
whole train of dyspeptic symptoms 
in the wake of the early itinerant 
dentist. 
, i fe 
ANENT THE lack of anaesthet- 
ics, one of the old London cries 
was of 
“Kind heart, the tooth puller.” 
He tramped about the streets 
announcing his trade in this way, 
and his cognomen was considered 
to be a stroke of genius in allay- 


- ing the apprehension of the can- 


didates for his ministrations. 

These reflections are suggested 
by the centenary celebration of the 
anniversary of the founding of the 
first dental school in the United 
States, and, indeed, in the world, 
the Baltimore College of Dental 
Surgery, founded by Drs. Chapin 
A. Harris and Horace Henry Hay- 
den. The qualifications for en- 
trance were a knowledge of read- 
ing and writing and arithmetic. 
They studied four months and were 
then loosed upon a suffering world. 

There were four in that first 
graduating class, but they have 
incfeased rapidly so now there are 
65,000 dentists in the United States. 
These men have to have at least a 
high school education, and they 
study anatomy, physiology, and bac- 
teriology in courses alongside the 
medical students. They continue 
their studies four years, and the 
things they learn about helping 
teeth would make their predeces- 
sors of only a hundred years ago 
green with envy. 

It isn’t so much the conquest of 
death-dealing diseases that makes 
life endurable in our days, but the 
commoner things — dentistry and 
spectacles, hearing aids, bathtubs 
and refrigerators.
